‘A LEGACY 


THE VIENNA COUP. 


OF WHIST. 


Que of the most beautiful and! 
unusual plays in Bridge owes Its 
hame to the parent game of Whit. 
This play is called the Vienna Coup 
and consists in establishing a win- 
ning card in the hands of one op- 
ponent, only to dish the cup of hope 
from his !ips by forcing him later to 
discard it or unguard another suit, 

The name was given this play, 
according to Whist history, because 
one of the most celebrated Whlst 
player in Vienna, while playing a 
game of Double Dummy Whist, had 
au most unusual hand dealt to him, 
and upon acanning the cards he! 
devlared he could take all the tricks. 
Itis opponent, almost equally expert, 


made. Thereupon the player. pro- 
cevded to win his wager by means 
ot the play which has been known 
fever ‘since as the Vienna Coup. 
o-day's hand ig an illustration of!

Through very optimistic bidding, 
North and South had arrived at a 
contract of seven no-trump. The 
fuct that to make this declaration 
it was necessary to make two suc- 
cessful finesses and then establish a 
queeze situation by means of - the 
Vienna Coup, Ilustrates that their 
bidding was not entirely sound. 
However, it is one of the virtues of 
a great player that he can some- 
times redeem the faults’ in the 
bidding by accurate play. 

Weat selected. for his Opening 
lead his fourth best spade and this 
the Declarer won with the Ace, A 
diamond wus led to the second round! 
wud the Knave finessed in Dummy. 
Now the Queen of clubs was Ied and! 
this finesse ulso held, The MKnave 
of clubs was next led and Last re- 
fused to cover. Actually, his play 
here is immaterial. 

It was upon the -fifth lead that 
South made the Vienna Coup, 
Leading the G of hearts from the 
North ‘land, he made no attempt to 
finesse, but took the trick with the 
Ace in the closed hand and then 
laid down the Ace of clubs, upon! 
which West was forced to discard 
and chose the 2 of spades, A dia- 
moud was then led and the. finesse 
taken the second time. East failed 
to follow, but this made no differ- 
enve, and the Ace of diamonds pick- 
ed up West’s King. 

The two high diamonds now nc- 
counted for the ninth and tenth 
tricks, and on the eleventh trick 
West was faced with this aituation. 


The Ten of hearts wag diacarded 
by South but West was helpless. To 
diseard the King of hearts would 
establish the Queen in the Dummy: 
to discard a spade would establish 
both spades in the closed hand. 

The fortunate Declaror had cor- 
rected his over-optimistle bidding 
by unusual and beautiful play. 


Building Up A Bid.

Ching-wei and the Cabinet 38 angst inappropriate at 4 time 
when some form of unity in China js almost imperative if her claims 
are to be recognised. ..But in. view. of ‘the paucity. ‘of intormation 
concerning the reasons tor the sudden’ bombshell it woutd be un- 
wise to judge the participants until all the facts are known. ‘There 
has been considerapile indecision on the part of the Government since 
the Japanese trouble broke out and it may well bo the present crisis 
may reswt in some detinite policy being determined. ‘fhere are 
‘many interpretations that can be ptaced on Wang's resignation, the 
most probable being that which attributes it to a dispute between 
the military and civil factions. The former President of the Execu- 
tive Yuan explains his action by expressing dissatisfaction with 
General Chang. Hsuch-liang’s policy of non-resistance in Man- 
churia, and further alleges diversion of funds intended for the de- 
fence of North China, ‘rhe latter charge has not been yet substan- 
tiated and Chang has offered to muke public all the facts in order 
that impartial judgment can be secured. On the question of non- 
resistance, the opinions are many and diverse. The whole thing was, 
unsatisfactory but the blame cannot all be laid on any one lender, 
Rather it was the lack of concerted action, the various internal 
squabbles and the hesitation and delay which prevented any- early, 
determined: opposition being presented to Japan. Nanking did not 
emerge from the ovents of the past nine months with any great 
eredit, and the failure to give General ‘Tsai ‘Ting-kai and his 19th 
Route Army adequate support was a reflection on the Government. 
Since then the militarists have devoted close attention to suppres- 
sion of Communists and the Manchurian situation may be said to 
have been left “in the air.” - Public opinion in China is growing that 
a real resistance should be staged against Japan and it is thought 
by many that the Cabinet impasse is‘ reaction to that opinton.

“Many men who are unemployed 
in the United States do not want 
work, they aro content to live on 
the meals. they can . from other 
people,” stated Mr. Joseph Lilly, 
the prominent American adventur- 
er and big game hunter, who is 
nt present fn the Colony. ;

He said that he had tried to 
get another man to help him in 
the Job, and had offered to pay 
him 60 cents an hour for four 
hours. 


“If [ cannot get a job for long- 
er than four hours, 1 won't work. 
at all,” was tho reply. 

Speaking. about the forthcoming 
election in the United States, Mr.

WHEN MASSES AWAKEN 


(By E. L. ALLEN.) ; 

When anyone sets foot in Hong Kong for the first time, I do 
not see how he can escape onc obvious and immediate impression — 
that of the Incquality whichis all about him. 1 do not speak of 
politicnl disadvantages or ‘racial discrimination, but of something 
which cuts into the quick. of ordinary life for thousands of people. 


I do not say that one gots this 
Impression nowhere else, I only say 
that one certainly geta it here. 
One travela from Singapore In the 
enjoyment of’ every convenience 
which -an enterprising shipping 
jcompany can provide, while down 
below hundreds of deck passengers. 
men, women, nnd children, are hud- 
dled together, some of them sleep- 
ing amid the slnck and coal-dust, 
others looking helplessly .on while 
high seas break ovor the ship's slde 
and flood the lttlo space which: is 
all they have on which to reat. 
That ia Incqualfty. One Iands in 
Hong Kong and takes a car to one’s 
destination; before Jong, the car 
has to awerve aside to leave rodm 
for a dozen men—or women, St may 
be—straining like beasts of burden 
at n londed truck. That is in- 


tracts tho lino of Hghts along the 
Penk and the brilliantly illuminated 
residences there with the squalid 
tenements packed with human 
+ beings, In rooms for which an ex- 
;tortionnte rent {is charged and 
which invite a horrible death in the 
event of fire, That is inequality. 


There is a theory, I know, and o 
widely-held one, according to which 
such Inequality is necessary, Is in- 
deed the. price which must be puid 
‘for social and economic progress. 
Without. the existence of ao ‘class 
elevated in wealth, far above their 
fellows, so {t is said, there would 
be no capital:for industrial develop- 
‘ment, and there would bo no cultiva- 
tion of the arts and sciences and 
the finer side of life in general, 
There is another theory, and my 
own vote is given unhesitatingly 
for that, according to which the one 
foundation of a stable social order 
{s un equitable—I do not say an 
cequal—distribution of wealth, and 
that it is just the failure to provide 
this which plunges civilisation’ inte 
+ perlodic . erlses, world-unemploy- 
ment, und cyen in the end world- 
war. ‘ 


Proof of Theory. 

That this {s so, seems to me 
proved up to the hilt by what is 
happening at the present moment in 
every country which hus uecepted a 
system under which all are told to 
{struggle for wealth but only a few 
jure allowed to obtain {ft. It is true 
that we in Hong Kong have not 
felt the full force of this chill and 
benumbing current in human 
affairs. That is because we, and 
other parts of the world in which 
almilar conditions prevail; are the 
exception which proves the rule, 
We are a trading, not a manufac- 
turing centre, we are in immediate 
touch with a huge reservoir ‘of 
cheap Inbour, and that cheap labour 
Is stlll without the education which 
would make it demand ao higher 
standard of living. Above all, men 
with us are still cheaper than 
machines. It is only when. capltal- 


ism ‘has entured on its second phase] | 


and, a8 someone has put’ It, un- 
employment becomes the most flour- 
ishing ‘of uo country’s industries, 
that the problem grows  serlous 
enough and the discontent it crentes 
vocal enough to compel it to put its 
houso in somo sort of ordor. 

But, can we hope always to bo an 
excoption. Ido not think so, though 
I would not care to venture a pro- 
phesy o8 to how long the. present 
conditions may be able to endure.

DEPOPULATION THREAT 


Geneva, August 1. 

Changes in the structure of the 
population of most highly civilis. 
ed countries with a gradual fall- 
ing off in birth rates are report- 
td in offtcial vital statistics com- 
piled by the health section of the 
Longue of Nations, 


England, France, Italy and Ger- 
“many all show rapidly declining 
birth rates, with the death rates 
practically stationary. Gormnny's 
records shows the maximum fn de- 
cline in both birth and death 
rates. Since the first of thia cen- 
tury Germany's birth rote has de- 
creased 47 per cent. and her denth 
rate 39 per cent.” By arresting hor 
death rato, Germany, as well ag 
Austria, Hungary and a few other 
states, hans been ablo to offset the 
offects of diminishing fecundity. 


What fs Happening. - 

In Italy, where Premfer Musso- 
Hni is encouraging large families, 
the death rate has declined more 
than the birth rate. 


France, where the population 
has been nearly stationnry - for 
sixty years, for a long time hud 
the lowest birth rate among civills- 
ed nations. Now sho stands ahend 
of Britain, Austrin, Sweden, Nor- 
way and Switzerland. But even 

_ 80, whareus there were { %40,000 
births in Franco in 1868 and 
916,000 In 1891, they had dropped 
to' 741,000 in 10930 and aro aitill 
dropping. It fs catimated that be- 
fore the beginning of the next con- 
tury France's population will have 
decrensed by ono-half.

In Austria, Swit- 
zerland and France {t is one-half, 
In Japan, Portugal, Spain, Ireland 
and Russia there are greater 
natural increases than in 1900, 

One deduction from the survey is 
that mortality to-day.is substantially 
the same In rural as fn urban dis- 
tricts, while‘the birth rate ts lower 
in towns than in the country. Like- 
wise the proportion of aldarly peo- 
ple Is greater now than in the past.

Mr. Ma, who Iso native of the 
Tol Shan district, fs an graduate of 
Kingston University, England, and 
after his graduation he went to 
America to study gunnery at West 
Point Academy.

Arsenal, which is.under the control 
of General Tin Chung-ylu. .The 
maintenance of the Arsenal {s stated 
to be $700,000 per month, and 6,000 
people aro omployéd there, The 
plant Is capable of supplying the 
whole Szechuen army with artillery 
and ammunition. 

The largest -province in China, 
Szechuen covers in area of 1,300,000 
square H, and has a population of 
58,000,000.

In addition there are 800 Galt 
wells in the province, the revenue 
from which amounts to $80,000,000 
per year.

und so oon. For a small engine it 
is advinable to do it) every 1,200- 
1,500 miles and not allow it to go 
any longer. It will be found most 
economicn) in the long run, and 
many enthusinatic owners who make 
this a golden rule have found that 
after a big mileage, say, 16,000- 
16,000 miles, there Is no great in- 
cveuse Jn ofl consumption. 
_ Make sure that all the sludge is 
removed by having the sump flushed 
out if the work is done for you at 
a service depot, or, if you do it 
yourself, use one of the special 
flushing ofls, Any sludge left will 
contaminate the new oil. Make 
sure, too, that the drain plug Is 
tightcned up thoroughly before you 
put in the new lubricant.

HOW - PETROL IS 
_ WASTED. 


Some Economy “Tips 
Outlined. 


RUBBING . BRAKES. - 

Motorists who aro desirous, from 
choice or necessity, to ‘cconomise: in 
petrol consumption can de 'so by 
avolding certain driving habits that 
ate common to the, majority, 

In the first place they should 
restrict thelr average and maximum 
speeds, instead of driving “all out” 
whenevor it is safe to do so. Evory 
car has its most economical speed; 
on top genr it usually ranges be- 
tween 26 and ‘36 m.p.h. on ao tevel 
road. Above that speed tho rate of 
petrol consumption increases almost 
in proportion to tho -increase in 
mph. A car that runs, say, 80 
miles to the gnilon when doing 30 
mph. may run only 28 m.p.g. at 
40 m.p.h., 26 m.p.g. at 45 m.p.h., 
and 2 m.p.g. less for every 6 m.p.h., 
Inerense of speed.

Novices have been met with who i 


imagined that the quicker a given 
distance Is covered the less petrol 
that js, of course, 
quite wrong, 

Next, frequcnt and forcible use 
of the brakes increases the rate of 
petrol consumption. Thr speed at 
which the braking commences has 
probably been gained by using tho 
petrol in’ the engine, and an ap- 
preciable proportion of that petrol 
in wasted if'the speed is “thrown 
away” ([.e, reduced) in the form of 
brake friction. 

‘ Gear Changing. 

So to cconomise in petrol, cornors 
ond ‘trafic’ blocks should be ap- 
proached with a gradual reduction 
of speed duc to the early release of 
the .accelorator.

MASTERY THAT EXCELS IN A CRISIS.

In moat Chinese homes, displayed. in a conspl- 


cuous place, we may observe three porcelain statues representing 
‘well-known historical figures and symbolising these three wishes 
which serve not for purposes of worship but as models and ideals to 
Hive up to, writes HLS. in the “Malayan Chinese Review.” 


To most Chinese having un Iin- 
sight into the glorious past of 
Chinese achievements and tradi- 
tions, these conjure up a vivid 
mental picture of the examplary 
lives led by these personages and 
this frame of mind exerts a healthy 
reflex influence on the Individual. 

Though most Chinese, capecially 
those born in Malaya, do not em- 
brrce any religion in particular, 
while many cannot define the faith 
they profess, yet it must be ad- 
mitted that’ Chinese social Institu- 
tions are founded principally’ on 
religious beliefs, pure and simple, 
which are handed down for genera- 
tons as part of the legacy of their 
forebears. 


Influence Gr Tonfucius, 

In our néxt issue we shall deal 
with the influence of Confuciug and 
his teachings jn the determination 
of Chinese character as these seem 
to us not within the purview of our 
subject. However, the essence of 
this instructive training has de- 
veloped one of the moat desirable 
attributes — the conscience with 
which all Chinese are endowed. 
They say with Ruskin “The World's 
my country, my heart's my rell- 
gion.” Conylomeration of hero- 
worship, ancestor-worship, and wor- 
ship of mythical figures in Chinese 
legends. ‘We use the word “beliefs” 
advisedly to distinguish between be- 
Uofs and religion in its pure form. 
We aver. that such belicfs do not 
constitute Iidolatory in the sense 
that they are paganism. Heathen- 
{sm as practised by the canniballs- 
tle Africans is tabooed, The here- 
ditury nature of the average 
Chinese fs to give due deference and 
utmost respect to, people, past and 
present, who have contributed to the 
progreys of the. world by their good 
deeds, virtues, preachings or 
writings, ' 

From a comparatively young age 
the blographics of these great men 
are instilled into the minds of the 
Chinese, and we attribute their In- 
dustry, honesty and keen sense of 
duty to this carly training. How- 
aver, the real worship is the worship 
of God, and the night of the eighth 
day of the Chinese first moon, i.., 
seven days from the Chinese New 
Yenr, is set apart for dolng honour 
to the Deity. 

Inspired Courage. 

As in culture, so in religlon we 
have to differentiate between the 
educated and the illiterate masses. 
If Chincse religious bellefa have not 
produced anything of material bene- 
fit in the past, they have inspired 
cournge into the hearts of their 
believers, restrained them fom evil 
ways, taught them to be Jaw abiding 
citizens, and have dispensed solace 
to them in their distresa. They 
have provided them with the energy 
for infinite devotion to duty and 
for taking pains which have become 
to them second nature.

The Chinese idea {s that no one, 
unless he [s'a dit and proper person, 
can ever dream of making a fortune. 


We now come to Progeny. It Is 
a strong bellef that a large family 
is the result, of the performance of 
charitable deeds. Barrenness is 0 
first punishment for unrighteous 
ex{atence. 

Large Families, 

The wealthy seldom have many 
children, and this {s usually . asso- 
ciated with the fact that in their 
pursuit of riches they have un- 
knowingly caused miserles to the 
poor, In thelr dilemma they have 
invariably offered. prayers to God in 
the hope that In his Infinite good- 
ness, he may make allowances In 
return for certain sacred vows 
undertaken to be performed. If 
any Chinese believe in the sanctity 
of natural phenomena {imposed by 
Heaven, they can never attach cred- 
ence to the practice of birth con- 
trol. They firmly belleve it is out 
of thelr control whatever they Hke 
it or not. Moreover, in China there 
Is a favourite aaylng, “If one has 
many children, one cannot admit 
poverty.” Another Chinese adnago 
bas it that, “there fa a drop of dew 
for every blade of grass.” Anyhow, 
the anxlety to find the wherewithal 
to provide for a large family en- 
courages a man to work hardor and 
may be the indirect cause of the 
enhancement of his station in life. 

Longevity is looked upon as 
synonymous with wisdom. Chineso 
say “Respect the old, admire tho 
learned.” It is belleved that ao 
youth who. is -habitually disrespect- 
ful to his parents and his elders will 
soon’ die a premature death. Per- 
petratora of evil deeds usually meet 
with an untimely end through acci- 
donta or from fatal blows dealt by 
one of their ilk. 

In thla connection . it may be 
mentioned that on any dirthday 
“Mee” (Chinese noodle) Is Invaria- 
bly served to guests signifying long 
life, 

To sum up, although there is a 
mavement on the part of the Chin- 
exe Government to suppress religi- 
ous belief which ts assoctated with 
xuperstitution, there {8-8 marked 
tendency on the part of Malayan 
Chinese to revive the Bhuddist re- 
ligion In particular. 

Bhuddism. 

To our’ mind, progress in any 
shape or form in any country Is 
impossible without a common belief. 
Religion Is the mainstay of the ox- 
quisite beauty of. Chinese moral life 
and the fragrance of chastity of 
Chinese women. Weolghing the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, it 
seems to us evident that excess of 
religious belief soon overcomes a 
person in the pursuit’ of his material 
contributions to this worH, as he 
is obsessed with the desire do resign 
to fale, while Inck of religfon pro- 
duces tho criminal, the unscrapulous 
swindler, and the unconscfentious 
worker, and causes eternal - strife 
and chaos, \
